ORDER 
Under rule 76 , Part I , Kerala Service Rules read with rule 89 ibid . a 
leave sanctioning authority may commu e retrospectively any leave taken 
by an officer into leave of a different kind which may be admissible to him 
at the time the original leave was gr. nted . It has come to the notice of the 
Government that requests are made by officers to commute retrospectively 
the entire Earned Leave taken by them even yearsago into Con muted Leave , 
Half Pay Leave or Leave withoui Allowances. The officers concerned will 
have to refund the excess leave salary drawn , if commutation of Earned 
Leave into Half Pay Leave or Leave without llowances is sanctioned . But 
the intention behind such commutation is that the can have at their credit 
the entire Earned Leave earned ty their past serv ce and 
can surrender it now . The surrender value of the Earned Leave now is 
considerably higher than the leave salary they got in the past, because as 
years advance, an officer s emoluments also increase on account of accrual 
of increments, pay revision , increase in Dearness Allowance and promotion . 

2. Commutation of Earned Leave into leave of a different kind on 
purely monetary considerations is a gross violation and misuse of the spirit of 
the rules. At the time of introducing the scheme of surrender of Earned 
Leave, the intention was only to permit officers to surrender a portion of the 
Earned Leave at their credit at that time or the 

eave that they may earn 
subsequently and to pay leave allowance there for Government therefore 
order with immediate effect that commutation of Earı ed Leave into leave 
of a different kind will not be sanctioned under circumstances.

2. In portance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and put 
in their respective statements . 

3. The esse of the union stad brielly 
is follows. Nidhiri Esiate is 
about 300 acres in extent and out of this , about 180 acres are planted with 
rubber . The remaining portion of the Estate is used for cultivating paddy 
and growing tapioca etc. Prior to 1963, the Estate was managed by Mrs. Mary 
C. Nidhiri : the Managing Proprietrix and subsequently the Estate is being 
managed by the present Managing Proprietor . The 31. workers mentioned in 
the annexure to this Award were regularly working in the Estate. They had 
service in the Es: monging froin 10 to 40 years. The work of these women 
were weeding, and cleaning and other agricultural operations. Apart from the

the denial of employment to them was purely illegal. It is also the case of the 
union that the contention put forward by the management that all these female 
workers were employed through contractors are false and such a contention 
is raised with a view to see whether the illegal termination of service of these 
employees can be justified . It is therefore requested that an award may be 
passed directing reinstatement of 31 female workers with back wages. 

4. The case of the management to put short is as follows: Field work , 
that is, cutting the grass spontaneously grown in the Estate and all other 
items of agricultural work are given to barious contractors from time to 
time. Tappers are only persons directiy employed by the management. The 
other workers 

appointed by the contractors and it is the contractor who 
pays their wages. These 31 female workers are also employees wider the 
contractor and there is no employer-employee relationship between th.. 
proprietor of the estate and these workers. The propriclor of the Estate 
also not paid any waras to any of these 3 ! fumale workers and it was the 
contractor who was paying them their wages . Weeding and such 
works were seasonal work and the contractor is willing to give work to these 
female workers when work is available. Thus according to the management. 
these workers are not eniitied for any benefits . 

5. On the side of the union , two witnesses were examined as W. W. 1 and 
W. W. 2 and Exhibit W. 1 was also got marked. On the side of the manage 
ment, one witness was examined as E. W. 1 and Exhibits E. 1 to E. 4 were 
also got marked . 

6. Now the question for consideration in this case is whether these 31 
female workers are entitled for reirstatement with bwk wages. The only con 
tention by the management is that they were only workers employed by the 
contractor for the seasona work . W. W. 1 is one Smi. K. V. Salamma. 
W. W. 2 is Smt. Anna . They were employed in the estate along with the 29 
other workers mentioned in this reference. They would swear to the fact that 
they were 

regular employees in the Estaie directly under the management. 
The management was paying them their wages and they were selling Rs 2.50 
per day 

for about 1 ! years just before the termination of their 
services . W. W. 1 has got 15 years of service in this Estate , and W.W. 2 has 
got 11 years of service in the Estate. They would emphatically deny that they 
were persons employed through contractors.

7. EW . 1 is one T. K. Purushothaman Pillai who would say thai he is the 
karyastha in this estate and according to him , there are rubber and other 
cultivation only in an extent of about 50 acres in this estate and weeding 
work 

and other agricultural works are given to contractors after receiving 
tenders . He would further say that one Thomas , one Raghavan Nair, one 
Thoma 

the contractors . According to him , he went to the estate as 
Karyastha in the year 1954 and then , Aliya and Gouri were the only workers. 
All the remaining workers came after that. Exhibit E. 1 is the copy of the 
settlement arrived at: on 22-4-1965 in the presence of District Labour Officer,

Alwaye when some trouble arose in the estate. Exhibit E. 2 is another settle . 
ment arrived at on 26-11-1967. Exhibit E. 3 is the copy of O. P. filed by the 
management before 

the 

Honourable High Court of Kerala seeking for a 
direction to give police protection when there was trouble in the 
Exhibit E. 4 is the copy 

of the order by the High Court in this 0. P. As 
regards this evidence of the witness , it has to be noted that the case of the 
management when they filed the 0. P. before the Honourable High Court in 
1967 was that one Sri M. C. George was the Karyastha in the Estate and on 
28-5-1967 M. C. George was driven out of the Estate. But E. W. 1 would say, 
that he is the karyastha in the estate from 1944 onwards, till he was examined 
before this Court 18-11-1967. The learned Counsel for the union would 
contend that E. W. 1 is a person put forward as the karyastha to give 
evidence in this case and no weight can be given to his evidence because 
from Exhibit E. 3 a copy of the Original Petition filed by the management 
before the High Court, it can be seen that the Karyastha in the Estate was 
another person . 

This submission by the learned counsel for the union has 
got much force on the face of the above mentioned statement in Exhibit E. 3.

8. However, we have to consider the question whether the contention of the 
management that these female workers were the workers employed through 
contractors appointed by the management can be accepted . Apart froin the 
mere statement of E. W. 1 , there is nothing else to show that these female 
workers were working under the contractors . On the other hand , W.W.1 and 
W. W. 2 would swear to the fact that they were regularly employed under 
the management and the management was paying their wages. In this con 
nection it is also necessary to note that the management is 

bound to keep 
some registers under Payment of Wages Act and Minimum Wages Act which 
would go to show the names of the workers employed in the Estate. But no 
such registers are produced in this case by the management with a view to 
show that these women were not directly working under the management of 
the Estate . Again in Payment of Wages Application No. 26/64 , this court held 
that these female workers were regular employees under the Management and 
they 

not employees working under the contractor. The management 
preferred an appeal before the Additional District Court, Parur against this 
decision of this Court and in the appeal also it was held that the workers 
were not workers working under the contractors but they were workers 
directly working under the management of the Estate. In P. W. A. 26/64 one 
Ittira and Kunji Pyle were mentioned as contractors . But in this case, EW.1 
would mention the names of few other persons as the contractors. In the 
0. P. filed before the Honourable High Court, one Raghavan Nair and one 
Thomas were said to be the contractors . It is also curious to note that no 
contractor is examined in this case in order to show that these female workers 
were working under the contractors. It is contended by the learned counsel 
for the Management that in Exhibits E. 2 and E. 1 settlements what is stated 
is that work 

will 

be provided to these women under the contractors and 
according to him , this would go to show that they were working under the 
contractors. There is absolutely no force in this contention because these

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statements were made without prejudice to the contentions of the 
regarding this question before this Court. Exhibit W. I is the certified copy 
of the order of the High Court in an appeal against cquittal with reform 
to a criminal complaint against these 

workers in this state and it 10:15 10 
much relevancy as far as this case is concerned . There is no reliable 
what so ever in order to say that these 31 workers were only workers under 
contrictors and they were not directly working under the Matement of this 
Estate. On the other hand , on the evidence discussed above, it is clearly seen 
that the union has succeeded to prove that these 31 women are workers 
directly cmployed by the management and in the circumstances of this case , 
I do not see any reason to dis -believe W. W. I and W. W. 2. They love

ment, and the wages were paid by the management. There is also nucli forer 
in the contention of the learned counsel for the union that the story that these 
workmen were working under the contractor is a false story put 

forward 
with a view to see whether the management can escape from Balility . As I 
have already stated , on the evidence and the circumstances in this case, I am 
to hold that these women workers were working directly under the Manage 
ment.

9. The next question for consideration is whether the termination of their 
services can be justified ? The management 

case that their services 
were properly terminated . The case of the management is only that there is 
no employer-employee relationship between the management of the Estate and 
these women workers because these workers were not working under the 
management but were workers employed by the contractors . It has already 
been found that these workers were directly working under the managernent. 
As such there is no justification what so ever for the termination of the services 
of these 31 workers and I hold that the services of these women were terininated 
by the management illegally and without any justification . Hence they are 
entitled for reinstatement. When reinstatement is ordered, normally these 
workers entitled for back wages. There is nothing in this case to say as 
to why this normal relief should not be granted . In the result, I direct that 
these 31 female workers whose services Here illegally and unjustifiably 
terminated by the management should be reinstated in service and that they 
are also entitled for back wages from 15-5-1967 onwards. The manageinent 
will also pay Rs 25 to the union as costs. An award is passed accordingly . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette .

workmen in the above concern referred to this Court for adjudication under 
Sect.on 10 (1) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 
1947) by the Government of Kerala, in their Order, Health & Labour (H ) 
Department, G. 0. Rt. Na 137 /68/HLD ., Trivandrum , dated 12-1-1968 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and put 
in their respective statements. Subsequently 

submitted 

the 
industrial dispute as far as the employees Sri P. T. Varghese, Sri V. K. Appu 
and Sri K. K. Abdulla are concerned is not pressed and as such the industrial 
dispute in respect of the above mentioned three persons stands dismissed . 

3. The case of the union stated briefly is as follows. Sri Achutha Pai is 
the Proprietor of Sree Balakrishna Transport, Cochin -1. He had two buses 
and of which 

operating on the route Fort- Cochin - Arayankavu . 
Sri Ramachandran was working as a conductor in the bus plying between 
Fort- Cochin -Arayankavu . On 30-8-1967 his services were terminated without 
assigning any reason , and according to Sri Ramachandran he had then 3 years 
of service. It is the case of the union that the termination of service of 
Sri Ramachandran without assigning any reason is totally illegal. The motive 
for termination of service of Sri Ramachandran was under the following 
circunstances, according to the union . One Sri P. Achuthan Nair who was 
an employee in the Naval Base happened to travel in the bus in which 
Sri Ramachandran was the conductor and he lost a wrist watch while travel 
ling in the bus. Sri Srinivasan , a nephew of the Proprietor who was frequently 
travelling in the bus with the authorisation to conduct supervisory checking 
came into possession of the said watch . But he did not report the matter 
to the proprietor. Subsequently , Sri Achuthan Nair approached the conductor. 
Ramachandran and enquired about his wrist watch . Then Ramachandren 
told Achuthan Nair 

that Srinivasan had got a wrist watch from the bus. 
Sri Achuthan Nair approached the proprietor and the proprietor told him 
that he will look into the matter. But the proprietor did not do anything 
further. The proprietor thought that Ramachandran had informed Achuthan 
Nair that Srinivasan , the nephew of the proprietor had got the wristwatch 
from the bus . Subsequently, Achuthan Nair complained to the police and the 
wrist watch was recovered from Srinivasan and returned to Sri Achuthan Nair . 
According to the union , since the proprietor thought that it was Ramachandran 
who had informed Achuthan Nair that Srinivasan had taken the wrist watch , 
the proprietor got angry with Ramachandran and because of this the proprietor 
had denied employment to Sri Ramachandran . 


case 


1. The of the proprietor is as follows. He has got two buses and 
that the buses had no pucca route permit at any time. The buses were only 
plying occassionally on temporary permits when there was break down of the 
bus having regular route permit. As such on many days the buses will not 
be running. He has no regulor or permanent workers and there is also no 
need to kcepremilar workers. 

Workers are engaged only on daily wages. 


Sri. Ramachandran was formerly employed as * conductor 

under Sivap !and . 
Cochin . He used to give him work in his buses occasionally . Hauschandran 
was quarelling with checkers in the bus and they reported it to the police 
and the police warned Ramachandran , and thereafter Ramachandran 
stopped coming for work . It is also stated that the bus KLE 3116 was under 
repairs from 

27th August, 1967 to 1.9-1967 and as such there is no bonaf 
in the statement of Ramachandran that he came for work on 30.8-1067 und 
work was denied to him . It is also stated by the proprietor that he is ready 
to engage Sri Ramachandran iſ work is available. As regards the matter 
relating to the wrist watch , the case of the proprietor is that the union has 
placed a false version of the incident before Court. According to the proprietor, 
when he came to know about the missing of the wrist watch he made enquiry 
regarding the sam but he did not find out the wrist watch . Therefore he told 
Achuthan Nair to complain about this to the police . Subsequently , he noticed 
a small packet near the collection bag left in his olice and it contained the 
wristwatch , and that he is not in a position to say as to who placed it 
there. When he found the wrist watch, he handed it over to the police . It 
is absolutely false to say that he had ill feeling towards Ramachandran or 
others in respect of this incident. In the rejoinder filed by the union , it is 
stated that Ramachandran was formerly employed in the Prasad Service and 
in 1965 Prasad Service was stopped and Balakrishna Transport was running 
substitute service from 1965 onwards and ever since Ramachandrali was 
employed in the Balakrishna Transport till einployment was denied to him . 
The statement that Ramachandran stopped coming for work is also denied 
by the union and according to the union , Ramachandran stopped going for 
work only after he was denied employment. 

5. On the side of the union , Sri Ramachandran was examined as W.W.! 
and on the side of the management, Sri M. K. Achutha Pai, the Proprietor 
was examined as EW1. 

6. The points for consideration in this case are whether employment was 
denied to Sri Ramachandran and if so whether it was under justifiable circum . 
stances and to what relief if any Ramachandran is entitled . From the 
evidence of Sri Ramachandrat it is seen that he was working as a conductor 
under the present proprietor Sri Achutha Pai for 3 years and he was denied 
employment from 30-8-1987 onwards. He would say that on 30-8-1967 he 
went for work and he was told that there is no work for him and he did not 
yo for werk thereafter. 


7. The Proprietor in his evidence would say that Ramachandran would get 
work only for about 2 or 3 days in a month and that he had worked there 
only for about 75 to 100 days . It is also his case that he is prepared to give him 
work provided work is available and that he did not deny employment to 
him and on the other hand , Ramachandran did not turn up for work . The 
learned counsel for the proprietor has contended that Sri Ramachandran had 
not worked tinder the proprietor for a period of 240 days and therefore he

AWARD 
This is an Industrial Dispute between the Managing Partner, Sree Narayana 
Transports , East Nadakkavu, Calicut-6 and a workman of the above concern 
Sliri S. Viswanathan , Thamarasseri Madhom , West Sreerama Temple, North 

G. 2231 /MC. 
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Fort Gate, Trippunithurai, over his dismissal from service referred to this Court 
for adjudication under Section 10 (1) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1917 
(Central Act XIV of 1947 ) by the Government of Kerala , in their Order, Labour 
& Social Welfare (II) Department, G. 0. Rt. No. 926 /68 /LSWD, Trivandrum , 
Dated 25-11-1968 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties appeared before Court, and put 
in their respective statements. 

3. The case of Sri Viswanathan , the employee stated briefly is as follows. 
The main business of the concern Sree Narayana Transports is transporting 
goods. Sri Viswanathan was employed as clerk in the booking office of this 
concern , at Wellingdon Island , Cochin . By an order of the management of the 
above concern dated 13-5-1967, he was placed under suspension and he was also 
asked to hand over charge and accordingly on 22-5-1967 he handed over the 
charge of the Wellingdon Island booking ollice . No further action was taken 
in the maller and therefore he wrote to the management on 15-6-1967 that his 
salary may be paid for the month of May. Subsequently on 27-6-1967 the 
management issued a memo to him asking him why an amount of Rs 918.86 
should not be recovered from him . It was stated that the amount was claimed 
by M /s. Kerala Tea Trading Co. Ltd. since they have sustained a loss to the 
extent of this amount as a result of the transport of 12 cases of tea from Cochin 
to Trichur on 6-10-1966 by Sree Narayana Transports. Sri Viswanathan replied 
that he was not responsible for the loss sustained and he has to be reinstated 
after cancelling the suspension . But the 

management informed him that his 
explanation was not satisfactory and therefore an enquiry will be conducted 
against him . The Traffic manager of the concern conducted . an enquiry on 
13-7-1967 at Calicut. Sri Viswanathan also 

participated in the enquiry . No 
further action was taken and therefore Sri Viswanathan wrote to the District 
Labour Omicer , Cochin 2-11-1967 requesting interference in the matter. 
Subsequently on 12-4-1968 , Sri Viswanathan was served with an order dismiss 
ing him from service of above concern . According to Sri Viswanathan , 
the dismissal was unjust and illegal and he has to be reinstated with back 
wages . 

4. The case of the management to put short is as follows. Sri Viswanathan 
was working as a clerk at the Willingdon Island branch of Sree Narayana 
Transports. On 6-10-1966 , a consignment of 12 cases of tea was taken delivery 
from M /s. Harrison & Crossfields, Cochin - 3 by Sri Viswanathan and he then 
booked the consignment to Trichur on 6-10-1966 . He did not care to find out 
the correct weight of the consignment when he took delivery of the consign 
ment. The consignment was booked to the Kerala Tea Trading Co., Trichur. 
When the consignment reached Trichur , open delivery was asked for by the 
Keral: Tea Trading Company and open delivery was given . There it was foumil 
11 : 4 out of 12 cases contained no tea but some floor sweepings. The consignes 

Is. Kerala Tea Trading Company. Trichur claimed an annount of Rs 914.86 for 
the loss of cases of tea . According to the management, Sri Viswanathan went 
out of his way and took door delivery of the consignment from Ilarrisons & 
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Case 


Crossfield , Cochin and that he also did not care to weigh the content und 
because of his negligence Sree Narayana Transports and to pay RS 911.76 to the 
Kerala Tea Trading Co., Trichur. llence Sri Viswanathan Siked 
this amount. Ile did not remit the amount. Sri Viswanathan was kept under 
suspension . An enquiry was conducted on 13-7.1907 . Sri Viswanataan also parti 
cipated in the enquiry and according to the management, enquiry was conducted 
in the proper manner . Opportunity given to Sri Viswanathan to partici 
pate in the 

enquiry and he actually participated in the enquiry and cross 
examined the witnesses examined the inquiry . After the enquiry, Sri 
Viswanathan , wanted time to make his statement and accordingly he was 
given time and further statement of Sri Viswanathan W : s received by the 
management 2-12-1967. By that time, Kerala Tea Trading Company 
had filed a Civil Suit against the management and the 

case 

was pending 
before the Civil Court, Trichur. The management did not take further action 
because the civil 

casc 

was pending and after the civil was disposed 
of, the management took action against the workinan Sri Viswanathan . Accord 
ing to the management . Sri Viswanathan was dismissed from service after a 
proper domestic enquiry , and as such , Sri Viswanathan is not entitled for rein . 
statement with back wages. 

-5 . Sri Viswanathan was examined as W. W. 1 and Exhibits W. 1 to W. 3 
were got marked on his side. On the side of the management, Sri Balachandra 
Panicker, Station Controller of Sree Narayana Transports was examined its EW . 1 
and exhibits E. 1 to E. 3 were also got marked . 

6. The question for consideration in this case is whether the dismissal of 
Sri Viswanathan can be justified and if not whether he is entitled for reinstate 
ment? The facts that Sri Viswanathan was employed in the Wellingdon Island 
office of Sree Narayana Transports and that he was kept under suspension : 
finally he was dismissed from service after enquiry are not disputed . Exhibit 
W. ? is the order of the management dismissing Sri Viswanathan with effect 
from the date of his suspension Exhibit 

is the reply given by 
Sri Viswanathan , to the management when he was kept under suspension . 
Exhibit W. 3 is the order dated 10-4.1967 appointing Sri Viswanathan as the 
incharge of Wellingdon Island booking office of Sree Narayana Transports and 
as per this order Sri Viswanathan was allowed to draw Rs 15 per mensem as 
charge allowance in addition to his salary . Exhibit W. 4 is the order by which 
Sri Viswanathan was kept under suspension and his .explanation was called for . 
Exhibit W. 5 is a memo from the Deputy Labour Officer, Cochin for a join ! 
conference regarding this matter. The two charges against Sri Viswanathan were 
that he went out of his way and look door delivery of 12 cases of tea from 
Harrisons & Crossfield, Cochin , that he had no business to go to Harrisons & 
Crossfield and take door delivery of the consignment of 12 cases of lea , and that 
he did not weigh the consignment of tea and ascertained the proper weight 
before the consignment was taken delivery by hiin . As regards the two charges , 
the reply of Sri Viswanathan is that there was no order by which taking door 
delivery of consignment was prohibited , and ii ) this 

according to 
Sri Viswanathan , there was specilic direction from the Branch in - charge of the 


case 
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Wellingdon Island booking oice to take door delivery of the consignmentand he 
acted only in accordance with the direction of the branch incharge. As regards 
the charge that he did not care to weigh the consignment ad find out the 
actual weight he admitted that he had not actually weighed the consignment. 
His explanation is that the weighing balance in the office was notworking properly 
during that time. It was under repairs and therefore he could not weigh the 
consignment. He would also say that Harrisons and Crossfield is a reputed 
concern and there was no reason to doubt the weight noted by the concern on 
the cases of tea . He would further say that he did not tamper with the tea cases 
and he is not responsible for the malpractice found out when open delivery was 
given to the consignee . As regards the charge that Sri Viswanathan took delivery 
of the consignment from Harrison & Crossfield , it has to be noted hat the 
management has not produced any written order or direction to the employees 
that door delivery should not be taken. It is true that EW . 1 in his evidence 
would says that the party has to bring the goods to be booked , to the godown. 
EW . 1 has admitted that the owner of the 12 cases of tea booked on the parti 
cular date is a regular customer of the concern . No order or instructions to the 
effect that the goods to be booked shall not be taken door delivery are produced 
in this case. There is also nothing to say that by taking delivery of this consign 
ment from Harrisons & Crossfield , Sri Viswanathan has committed any basic 
error. Transporting of goods is the business of this concern and wlier 
Sri Viswanathan had taken delivery of these articles from Harrisons and Cross 
field for transporting it to Trichur he had done something in the business interest 
of this concern . Under the circumstance , it will not be fair and proper to say tha: 
by taking door delivery of these cases of tea from Harrisons and Crossfield , he 
has committed a basic error . There is also nothing to show that by taking door 
delivery he had violated any standing orders or any written instructions of the 
concern . As such , I am to hold that this charge against Sri Viswanathan is 
frivolous. 


7. Now coming to the next charge namely , that he did not actually weigh the 
consignment, it has to be noted that it is not a baseless charge. The explanation 
of Sri Viswanathan is that the weighing balance at the office was not in working 
condition and hence he could not weigh the consignment of tea . This is not a 
proper answer for not weighing the consignment. It has come out from the 
evidence in this case that weighing balance was available in the neighbouring 
oſlice. When he did not actually weigh the consignment and he took it for 
granted that the weight written on the cases was correct, he has done it at his 
own risk . If the weighing balance at the office was not in working condition , 
and it was not also possible for him to weigh the consignment, he could have 
refused to take delivery of the cases of tea on this ground . The explanation of 
Sri Viswanathan is that Harrisons and Crossfield is a reputed concern and he 
took it for granted that the weight noted on the tea cases were correct. Even 
if he failed to weigh the consignment, because of this belief he was doing it 
his own risk and actually in this case , loss was caused to Sri Narayana Trans 
ports because there was shortage of the goods transported . There is also much 
force in the contention of the management that Sri Viswanathan could have 
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actually weighed the same at Harrisons and Crossfield if he wanted to do so . 
When a consignment like this, luas to be transported , it is the responsibility of 
the transporting concern to find out the actual weight of the consignicht. In 
this case, Sri Viswanathan failed to find out the actual weight by himself weigh 
ing it and it was at his own risk . As a result of this , loss was sustained by the 
concern in which he was working. He was also not prepared to inake good the 
loss. Under the circumstances, it is not possible to say that this charge against 
Sri Viswanathan is frivolous. The real charge against him is that he did not 
weigh the consignment. Therefore , it is not necessary to consider the question 
whether he himself had mis -appropriated the tea lost during the transport. 

8. Now I come to the question whether a proper enquiry was conducted in 
this matter before Sri Viswanathan was dismissed from service. Exhibit E. 2 is 
the enquiry proceedings. Trallic Manager was the person who conducted the 
enquiry . Exhibit E. 1 is the explanation given by Sri Viswanathan lo the manage 
ment. In the claim statement filed by Sri Viswanathan , he had stated that the 
enquiry was not properly conducted and that no reasonable opportunity was 
given to him to cross -examine the witnesses examined in the enquiry . But when 
Sri Viswanathan was examined before Court he admitted that he has no com 
plaint against the enquiry conducted . From the enquiry proceedings, it is seen , 
that Sri Viswanathan had also participated in that enquiry. Our Supreme Court 
has held that a proper domestic enquiry has to be conducted . In Sur Enamel 
and Stamping Works Ltd., and their Workmen , (1963 LLJ (II) Page 367 ), the 
Supreme Court has laid down the following condition for a proper domestic 
enquiry . 
( 1) The employee proceeded against has been informed clearly of the charges 

levelled against him , 
(2 ) the witnesses are examined - ordinarily in the presence of the employee 

in respect of the charges, 
(3 ) the employee is given a fair opportunity to cross-examine witnesses , 
(4 ) he is given fair opportunity to examine witnesses including himself in his 

defence if he so wishes or any relevant matter, and 
(5 ) the enquiry officer records his findings with reasons for the same in his 

report. 
When these tests are applied to the domestic enquiry conducted in the present 
case before Court, I do not find my way to say that the enquiry was not properly 
conducted . In fact when examined before Court, Sri Viswanathan has also stated 
that he has no complaint against the enquiry . Sri Viswnathan has got another 
case that he was dismissed from service as a result of victimization because the 
management had grievances towards him . According to Sri Viswanathan , he did 
not give evidence in support of the management in a criminal case against the 
in -charge of the branch of this concern when he was tried on a charge of mis 
appropriation , and as he did not give evidence in support of the prosecution he 
was treated as hostile and cross -examined by the prosecution . The case of the 
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management is that there is absolutely no substance in the submission and in fact 
Sri Viswanathan gave evidence in that case after he was suspended in connection 
with this matter . Exhibit E. 3 is the certified copy of the judgement in that 
criminal case . From Exhibit E. 3 it is seen that the trial commenced only on 
15-7-1967 . But Sri Viswanathan was suspended on 13-5-1967. As such it is clear 
that Sri Viswanathan was suspended in connection with this matter before the 
trial in that case commenced . Before the commencement of 

the trial 
Sri Viswanathan could not give evidence in Exhibit E. 3 criminal case. As Sticht 
there is no basis for the contention that action was taken against him when he 
did not give evidence in the criminal case in support of the management. It has 
to be clearly understood that the charge against Sri Viswanathan is not that he 
had mis-appropriated tea . The charge against him is that he was negligent in his 
duty in as much as he did not care to weigh and found out the actual weight of 
the consignment in question before it was taken delivery by him . He did it at 
his own risk . Unfortunately , there was shortage of the goods transported and 
the company had to sustain loss. Sri Viswanathan was not prepared to make 
good the loss from his own pocket. Under the circumstances, there is no scope 
to find fault with the management for having taken disciplinary proceedings 
this matter as far as the negligence of the employee Sri Viswanathan for not 
weighing goods and finding out the actual weight before taking delivery by him . 
A proper enquiry conducted and after that Sri Viswaziathan was dismissed 
from service. There is no scope to interfere with the punishment awarded in this 
Case in view of the fact that the management has actually sustained loss . Perhaps 
Sri Viswanathan may be innocent as far as shortage of tea is concerned . But 
Sri Viswanathan was negligent in not actually weighing the tea to find out the 
correct weight before he took delivery of the tea in question . Under these cir . 
cumstances, I am to hold that Sri Viswanathan has failed to make out that his 
dismissal was either improper or unjustified . Hence I am unable to interfere 
with the order of the Management in this It follows therefore that 
Sri Viswanathan is not entitled for any relief from this Court. An award is 
passed accordingly .

Copies of the schemes shall also be put up on 
the notice boards of the Government Secretariat, Offices of the State Transport 
Undertaking, the State Transport Authority and the Regional Transport Autho 
rity concerned . 

4. Manner of Publishing approved or modified schemes:-Any scheme for 
passenger transport service as approved or modified by the Government under 
sub -section (2 ) of Section 68 D of the Act shall be notified in the Gazette ili 
Form " C " . 
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or 


5. Manner of filing objections:-Any. person affected by the scheme published 
under section 68 C sub -section of section 68 Emay within thirty 
days from the date of publication of the scheme in the Gazette, file his objec 
tions thereto before the Secretary to Government, Public Works Department, 
Secretariat, Trivandrum , and shall simultaneously send copies of such objec 
tions to the State Transport Undertaking, State Transport Authority and the 
Regional Transport Authority concerned , furnishing the following particulars, 
namely :-- 

(a ) Name and address of the Objector; 

( b ) Memorandum setting forth consisely the grounds of objection , signed 
by the Objector or his authorised agent, and accompanied by six additional 
copies ;

(ix ) Arrangements made for housing, maintenance 

repairs of 
vehicles ; 
( x ) Number of persons employed- (Driver , Conductor , Checker, Cleaner, 

etc.) showing their qualifications, age and length of service; 
(xi) Details of Machinery and equipments and Reserve Buses ownerl by the 

Operators ; anil 
( xii) Any other particulars to indicate the efficiency of the services operated 

by the operator. 
6. No objection in respect of any scheme shall be considered , unless it is 
made in accordance with the above rule . 

7. Consideration of Objections:-(a ) The Chief Minister or any other Minister 
nominated by loin, or , auy Ollicer nominated by the Governor in his behalf, shall 
be the authority to consider the objections filed and hear the objectors. 

5 ) The represeаtatives of the State Transport Undertaking and the objectors 
or their authorised agents, if they so desire , shall be heard . The place, date and 
time shall be communicated to the concerned persons at least fourteen duys 
before the date of hearing.

13. Modification of Approved Scheme:-(a ) Any scheme by the State Govern .

be in Form " E " and shall be published in the Gazette . A copy of this scheme 
shall be sent to the State Transport Undertaking and to any other person , who 
in the opinion of the State Government is likely to be affected by the proposed 
modification . Copy shall also be sent to the Secretary of the State Transport 
Authority and the Regional Transport Authority concerned . 

(b) The State Transport Undertaking or the other person concerned may 
within - Thirty days from the date of publication of the scheme in the Gazette, 
file objections thereto , before the Secretary to Government, Public Works Depart 
ment, Government Secretariat, Trivandrum .

Undertaking:-(1 ) Every article found in any transport vehicle operated by the 
State Transport Undertaking, which is not claimed by its owner , shall be handed 
over by the conductor concerned along with the ticket collections, to the Cashier 
or other person of the District/ Sub -District /Station , who receives the remittance 
of passenger ticket collections. 

(2 ) The Omcer receiving the articles shall issue to the conductor a receipt 
in Kerala State Road Transport Corporation Form No. 17 C for the article 
received . 

( 3 ) A " Register of unclaimed articles " shall be maintained in each District 
Sub -district/Station in Form " G " appended to these rules, in which details of all 
unclaimed articles shall be entered . simultaneously to the issue of the receipt 
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to tie conductor concerned . Particului s regarding disposal of the unclaimed 
articles shall also be entered into this register at the appropriate time. 

(4 ) In the case of a perishable article , if the owner does not claim the 
article within a reasonable time with satisfactory proof of ownership , the Omcer 
in charge of the District/Sub-District/ Station , or any Ollicer authorised by hin 
in this behall not below the rank of a Transport Inspector , shall dispose of 
the article in public auction as soon as may be necessary, taking into account 
the perishable nature of the article , after due notice in the Omce notice board . 
Proceeds of the auction sale shall be credited to the Undertaking in the first 
instance . If , the owner furnishes satisfactory proof of ownership of the article , 
the sale proceeds shall be paid to him , after deducting the cost incidental to 
the sale , which will be worked out at the rate of three paise per day per article 
or per set of the same article , from the date of receipt of the article till the 
date of its disposal by auction , subject to a minimum of fifty paise . 

(5 ) In the case of an unperishable article, if the owner does not claim it 
within one month from the date on which it was handed over by the Conductor, 
it shall be sold in public auction by the Officer in charge of the District /Sub 
district/ Station or any person authorised by him in this behalf, not below the 
rank of a Transport Inspector, after due notice of auction of not less than 
seven days in one of the dailies in the regional language circulating in the 
area and also in the notice board of the office. The proceeds of auction sale 
shall be credited to the Undertaking in the first instance . If the owner of the 
article, produces satisfactory proof of ownership of Article, the sale proceeds 
shall be paid to him , after deducting the cost incidental to the sale which will 
be worked out at the rate of three paise per day per article or per set of the 
same article, from the date of receipt of the article till the date of its disposal, 
subject to a minimum of One rupee . 

(6 ) In the case of any valuable article such as gold or silver received as 
lost property , it shall be kept in the safe custody of the Omcer in charge of 
the District /Sub -district/Station for a period of one month from the date on 
which it was handed over by the conductor. If the article is not claimed by 
its owner on production of satisfactory proof of ownership within the said period 
of one month , it shall be sent to the Officer in charge of the Cash section in 
the Head Office of the Undertaking, who shall take action for its disposal in 
accordance with the orders in vogue. 

(7 ) Nothing in this rule shall prohibit the Officer in charge of the District/ 
Sub -district /Station from returning the article to the owner thereof, if it is 
claimed before the date and time of sale with proof of ownership to the satis. 
faction of the said Officer : 

Provided that such article shall be returned to the owner only after reali 
sing the cost incidental to the storage of the article determined in the manner . 
prescribed under sub -rules (4 ) and ( 5 ) of this rule . 

(8 ) The auction of unperishable articles may be conducted on convenient 
dates, once in every three months . 
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( 9 ) Payments to owners of articles sold may be made by the Officer in 
charge of the District /Sub -District/Station by revenue refund bills. 

18. Repeal and suvings.- The Kerala Motor Vehicles ( State Transport Under. 
takings ) Rules, 1960 , are hereby repealed , provided that such repeal shall not 
affect : 

( a ) the previous operation of the said rules, or anything duly done or 
suffered thereunder, and 

(b ) any scheme or modified scheme or approved scheme given effect to : 

Provided further , that any scheme or modified scheme or approved scheme 
pending on the date of commencement of these rules, shall be proceeded with . 
as far as may be, in accordance with these rules .

1. Short title , extent and commencement.--- ( 1) This Act may be

2. Definitions. - In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires , 

(1) " Disabled person " means a person who on account of injury, 
diseases or congenital deformity is physically handicapped in obtain . 
ing, or keeping employment or in undertaking work on his own 
account, of a kind which , apart from that injury , diseases or deformity 
would be suited to his age, education , experience and qualifications 
and the expression disablement in relation to any person shall be 
construed accordingly . 

( 2 ) Disease " includes a physical mental condition and 
arising from the imperfect development of any organ . 

( 3 ) " Employer " means an officer of Government or of a Local 
or public authority or a company who has authority to make 
appointments to an establishment of 20 or more persons and includes 
the State Public Service Commission . 

( 4 ) "Government" means the Government of the State of 
Kerala . 

(5 ) " Oficer" means the Disabled Persons Employment Officer 
appointed by the Government under section 4 . 

(6 ) " Prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this

Provided that in the absence of any special order fixing a quota 
under this section the quota shall be 5 % of the persons employed 
by the employer : 

Provided further that where any profession , trade or industry 
has distinctive characteristic regarding its suitability for giving 
employment to disabled persons, the Government may fix a higher 
quota of employment to disabled ,persons , in such professions, trade 
or industry . 

(2 ) Every employer shall include in his establishment a quota 
of disabled persons in accordance with the provisions of this section .

9. Right of Officer to get information .--- The Officer shall be 
entitled at any time to call upon any employer to furnish him with 
the lists showing the total number of persons employed by him . 
the percentage of disabled persons among them , and the names of 
such disabled persons in the employer shall comply with such 
requests 
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10. Penalty . Every Employer who fails to comply with the 
provisions of section 6 or section 9 shall , on a complaint made by 
the officer with the sanction of the Government be prosecuted and 
on conviction , be liable to a fine of Rupees two hundred . 

11. Officer to supply information . The Officer shall furnish any 
employer who asks for the same a list of persons from the Register 
of Disabled persons, possessing the kind of qualifications suitable 
for the job for which he wants a disabled person, 

12. Objection of Government to make arrangements for training 
etc.The Government shall provide or make arrangements for 
providing by other persons , facilities for the training of disabled 
persons who may be in need of training in order to render them 
competent to undertake employment or work on their own account 
of a kind suitable to their age, education and experience and other 
qualifications. 

13 . Constitution of Advisory Board to Assist Government --The 
Government may constitute an Advisory Board for advising and 
assisting the Government in matters relating to the training provid . 
mg employment or undertaking of work on their own account of 

isabled persons and generally in all matters relating to the working 
of this Act. 


14 . Removal of difficulties .-- If any difficulty arises in giving 
effect to the provisions of this Act, the Government may do anything 
or pass any order not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act 
for the purpose of removing such difficulty . 


15 Rule making power .--- ( 1 ) The Government may by notitica 
Lion in the Government Gazette makes rules under this Act for all 
matters for which rules have to be made and generally for carrying 
out the purposes of this Act. 

( 2) Every rule made under this section shall be laid as soon 
as may be after it is made before the Legislative Assembly while it !

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Injury , discase and congenital disability often operate as sub . 
stantial handicaps to persons suffering from them , in obtaining or 
keeping employment or work on their account. Requirements of 
social justice to such handicapped persons, the ethical importana 
of lessoning the hardships caused by such handicaps, the economic 
advantages of utilis ng even their manpower and the reduction of 
the expenditure to the State and society incurred in protecting and 
maintaining them , make it necessary to devise measures for the 
rehabilitation and employment of such persons and provide facilities 
for engaging them in remunerative occupations and restoring them 
to the working community . Most western countries have on their 
Statute Books laws providing for such rehabilitation and employ 
ment. The problem is no less urgent in this country tiimin tuose 
countries and a State built upon the principle of social justice and 
equal opportunities to all, cannot look with complacency upon the 
large number of its deserving citizens willing to work , whose lives 
have beconie miserable for themselves and useless for the community 
for want of opening suitable to them . Hence this Bill. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 4 of the Bill provides for the appointment of a Disabled 
Persons Employment Officer and his staff for works connected with 
his office. The functions of the Disabled Persons Employment 
Officer and his staff can be entrusted to the Employment Oficers 
and their staff . This work would be done by them in addition to 
their normal work . So no additional expenditure would be incurred 
for this purpose. 

Clause 14 envisages the constitution of a Com 
mittee. 


Industrialists and eminent personalities working for social uplift 
are expected to be nominated to the Committee . They are expected 
to serve in the Committee without any remuneration . So no expen 
diture would be required under this clause also . Thus the Bill if 
passed and brought into operation would not involve any expenditure 
from the Consolidated Fund of the State. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATIONS 


Various clauses of the Bill give power to Government to fill in 
details . While clause 14 enables the Government to remove any 
difficulties arising under the Bill and not inconsistent with the Eill. 

G. 1988 /MC 
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Sub - clause ( 2 ) of clause 5 authorises the Government to pres 
cribe the emoluments to be paid to the Disabled Persons Employment 
Oficer and his staff . Sub- clause ( 2 ) of clause 6 authorises the Govern 
rent to prescribe the form and the manner in which the Register 
referred to therein has to be kept . Under clause 15 the Government 
are empowered to make rules for all matters for which rules have 
to he made for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

The matters in respect of which rules may be made or orders 
may be issued are all matters of procedure and detail or of an admini 
sírative character. The delegation of Legislative powers is thus 
of a normal character.

cribed time will not be admitted to the Examination Hall, 
4 , Candidates who are suffering from infectious disease of

will not be admitted for the Examination 

5 . Candidates should bring with them to the Examination Hall on each 
day of their examination , their Admission Tickets for inspection by the Chief 
Superintendent/Assistant Superintendents, 

6. Candidates are prohibited from writing upon their Admission 
Tickets or Question Papers. They are also prohibited from writing their 
names on any sheet of their answer books. 

7 . Candidates should write their Register numbers very di tinctly in 
the space printed for the purpose on the outer cover of the answer books. 

8. No candidate will be allowed to leave the Examination Hall till the 
expiry of at least half an hour after the question paper is given out ar.d the 
candidate who leaves the Hall during the period allotted for a paper will not 
be allowed to return within that period . 

9. Candidates are forbidden to ask questions of any kind during th 
examination . They are not allowed to borrow any kind of appliances lik 
Mathematical Instruments, Tables , Pencils etc. from their neighbours. 
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10 Candidates are not allowed the use of books of any kind except as 
provided in rule 11 below . 

11. The use of Mathematical and Physical tables are perruitted while 
answering papers in Mathematics. Such tables will not be supplied by the 
Department. 

12. Candidates are required to provide themselves with their own 
pens. Candicates may bring into the Examination Hall their own ink 
bottle , 

13. Particular attention is invited to the instructions printed the answer 
books, regarding rough work and use of loose sheets of papers. 

No separate 
answer books for rough work will be supplied . Paper must not be detached 
from the answer books. If they main answer books are found insufficient, 
additional sheets will be allowed and it should securely be fastened to the 
main answer book, 

14 . When the candidates have finished writing their answer and wish 
to give up their answer books at the end of the period prescribed for each 
particular part of the Examination cach should stand up in his her place and 
remain standing until one of the Superintendents has gone up to him /her and 
has received his /her answer books from him /her, 

15. The main answer book and additional sheet supplied will have the 
monogram of the Chief Superintendent. The addi ional sheets supplied will 
also have the initial of the Assistant Superintendent with date of the days of 
examination . Candidate should scrutinise whether the monogram etc. are 
put in the answer book and additional sheet. The papers will not be valued 
if the above rules are not satisfied . If any candidate misuse the answer book 
and additional sheet, action will be taken against them for not only com . 
mitting malpractice but also for the misuse of Government properties , as

16. Any candidate who commits or attempts to commit malpractice in 
the Examination will be expelled immediately and will no. be allowed to sit 
for 

any paper subsequently in the Examination . Candidates are warned 
that they should not take into the Examinatiou Hall any written or printed 
matter , Note Book etc. Copying from another candidate or giving conve. 
nience to another candidate for copying or speaking to another candidate 
will be treated asmalpractice.

· Applications for scrutiny of valued answer scripts will be considered only 
if such applications are received in this office not later than 45 days after the 
publication of the result . The fee for the scrutiny is Rs. 5 per paper. Fee 
may be remitted into the Treasury under the Head of Account " XXII F 
(d ) VI (i)” and the chalan may be forwarded with the application . 

Provisional Certificate 
No provisional certificate will be issued to the successful candidates on 
any account. The OriginalDiploma will be issued at the time of publication 
of results of the Examination through the Principal. 


Practical Examination 
Practical Test will be conducted after or before the written Examination . 
Candidates should contact their Principals of the Institution and ascertain 
from them the exact date and time of their Practical Test . It is the duty 
of the candidate to ascertain the date of Prac : icals from the centre in 
advance. No separate Practical will be conducted for candidate on any 
account. Candidate will not be allowed to take their Practical in other 
centres. 

No candidate will be permitted to take the Practical Test in any 
Polytechnic other than the one in which he had undergone the course. 
Candidates appearing for the Practical Test should produce iheir Hall Tickets 
to the Examiners before the test for identification . 

Admission Tickets of the candidates will be issued by the Chief Superin 
tendents of the Centre concerned at least 5 days before the commencement 
of the written Examination .
